His master then dis- 
posed of him to Mr. Samuel Snow, of Pro- 
vidence, R 1. who was then a commercial 
agent of the U.S, at Canton,and who bro’t 
this Malay with him, on revuining to this 
country. Botang learnt the Chinese lan- 
guage, while resicemt at Canton, and re- 
tains it still. He speaks English intelligi- 
biy. At Providence he became serious, 
and hopefully renewed in heart ; was bap- 
iisedl on a profession of bis faith, and ad- 
mitted to achureh there. He joined the 
school last spring ; and his conduct has 
been unexceptionable. From his appear- 
ance it is supposed he is about thirty years 
‘of age. 

Three Cherokee youths, and a Choctaw, 
from 14 to 17 years of age, were brought 
to the school by Mr. Coruelius in August. 
The nar es of the Cherokees are, Leonard 
licks, Elias Boudinot, and Thomas Basil ; 
the twolatier being named after gentlemen, 
who have the weliare of our Indians much 
atheart. The first is a son of Mr. Hicks,

The declamation of 
tlonooree was part of a colloquy, which 
had been composed for the public exami 
ation in May. Ile delivered it with sur- 
As he came 
o the part,which affected his feelings most, 
tw excessive avitation of his countenance, 
and his whole frame, and the unparalleled 
rapidity and vehemence of bis utterance, 
were so much beyond our standard of ani-

WELSH INDIANS. 
At a meeting of the North Wales Mis- 
sionary Socicty at Lianfyliin, in Wales, in 
Augtst last, in the course of friendly can- 
versation, among the ministers present, 
their attention was called to what had lately 
been published respecting the Mopocion, 
the descendants of Madog ab Owain Gwy- 
nodd, and his followers, a colony of Welsh 
Indians, on the banks of the Missotri in 
North America. Observing that some, 
not only question, but strongly deny the 
existence of such a colony ; that others 
produce proofs, which, to say the least, 
render its exisience highly probable ; end 
that this is a subject which no Welshman 
can consider as of minor importance, and 
particularly as such a colony, if found cut, 
would have the first claim on the labors of 
Welsh Missionaries, ‘ it was unanimously 
resolved, Ist, That itis the duty of this 
Society to endeavor to obtain every possi- 
ble information on the subject.

The subjects were all buri- 
ed on their right sides, with their heads tothe east. 
The coffin is made of a flat Stone in the bottom, 
one on either side, and ateachend. Not one 
grave is more than about 4 feet long, and we 
have in the house a skeleton 6fone Coutaining a 
complete set of the second teeth, which measur- 
ed only 23 inches from the head to the foot stone 
Qhery—what race of Leings were they, and how 
long do you suppose they have beea buried - 
Large trees have grown over them.” 
NAVY PENSION FUND. 
Mr. Calhoun, secretary of thé navy, presented 
Congress, ov the 21st Nov. the iniormation called 
for by them, tespecting this interesting fund. The 
fund pow amounts to $339.44 60 ets. in U.S. 
Bank stocks; bearing an annual interest of 
$55,000; that the pensions amount to $35,000, 
leaving an annual balance oi $-0,000 ; that the
